In behalf of the nation and 
the Nazi movement he pledged that 
Germany would go as far as any na¬ 
tion in disarming, even to scrapping 
her military equipment if other pow¬ 
ers did the same. 
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THAT PACIFIST STAND 

The man who champions the cause of war in these days 
or maintains that war holds any virtue, is a rarity. All 
appear to be agreed that war is devastation, and a gross 
crime against the young. Yet there are many who sneer 
and speak disparagingly of the celebrated vote taken at 
Oxford University in respect to future wars. Why the 
inconsistency V Why must younger people maintain si¬ 
lence on the subject of war when they are the real vic¬ 
tims? The motion of the Oxford resolution was: “That 
this House will in no circumstances light for its King and 
Country," and the vote carried with 760 for it, and 138 
against. 

The Calgary Herald quotes the statement of a Cana¬ 
dian Rhodes scholar in explanation of the motion. This 
young man says “This was intended to be a straight-for¬ 
ward resolution, to show that the phrase for 
‘King and Country,’ will not again serve to mask 
the underlying causes of any future war, and that it 
wishes to demonstrate how genuinely a pacifist feeling is 
at work, and what real efforts are being made to find the 
means of averting such another disaster.” 

After all, the best means of averting another war, is 
for the prospective war fodder to announce in calmness 
that they are “not having any.” This would bring ma- 
chinators and fomenters to their senses more quickly 
than any other method. If young men internationally 
would take the same stand, and they appear to be tending 
that way, the munition makers would be stripped of their 
victims. , 

There is a natural shock at the use of the phrase 
“King and Country” in the motion. This however, cannot 
be interpreted as showing disrespect, but is rather a 
frank debunking of the sentimental and hysterical propa¬ 
ganda which has been used so effectively by the war lords 
of the past. It is a phrase hitherto infallible^ in calling 
men to arms, the most potent phrase with which those 
who seek personal power and wealth, have enriched them¬ 
selves. 

Incorporated in the statement of the Rhodes scholar, is 
every reverence and honor to the memory of soldiers who 
have suffered and fallen in other great wars. But these 
students may surely be permitted an honest expression of 
opinion on the futility and hopelessness of war as a solu¬ 
tion of trouble for the mass of mankind. Who can deny 
that they are are right? 

LEARN FROM 100 A.D. 

Elsewhere in this issue will be seen an article on how 
China fftet depressions in 100 A.D. It comes as quite a 
shock to find that human society has little reason to be 
proud of its advancement The present economic and soc¬ 
ial system could take lessons very profitably from the 
Chow dynasty of 100 A.D. What Is the reason for the 
retrogression? Why is modern society incapable of meet¬ 
ing depressions in the humane and practical method which 
characterized the Chinese race of 2000 years ago. 

One of the laws prevailing at that time was that in 
time of general want, the government would provide re¬ 
lief work and would also open reserve storages of accum¬ 
ulated grain and other treasure. Modern man cannot 
carry on a relief work program without corruption and 
exploitation, and modern governments do not foster “ac¬ 
cumulated treasure.” 

Another law was to reduce taxation by half in hard 
times. In this advanced age, a depression is an immed¬ 
iate signal to lay across the backs of the struggling popu¬ 
lace with more and heavier taxes. 

In 100 A.D. the prevailing rule of conscripting labor 
for public works, was withdrawn in order that the people 
might have every opportunity to work more profitably. 

Trade restrictions of any nature instead of being in¬ 
creased, were abandoned in order that goods might be 
moved freely and quickly. 

Public ownership in products of mountains, rivers, for¬ 
ests and mines prevailed in the Chow dynasty, and it was 
against the law to permit private exploitation. But in 
hajd times this prohibition was lifted and the products of 
state property were free to the people. In these days and 
in our country a poor man would be arrested if he took a 
trout from the river without a license. 

There were also depression laws which eliminated all 
ceremonials and pomp in high circles and restricted pub¬ 
lic amusements. The law recognized that in time of want 
and distress, people are more easily driven to crime, and 
the emergency law required that special mercy be exer¬ 
cised. In our fair land men have gone to jail for stealing 
a piece of pie or can of beans. The holding of prayer 
services was an official law, led by the Emperor. 

Can it be said that humanity has advanced in humani- 
tarianism, or in understanding? And the Chinese of 100 
A.D. were a so-called heathen race.

“No business man in any town should allow a newspa¬ 
per published in his town to go without his name and bus¬ 
iness being mentioned somewhere in its columns. This 
does not mean you should have a whole, half or even a 
quarter page ad. in each issue of the paper, but your 
name and business should be mentioned, if you do not use 
more than a 2-line space. A stranger picking up a news¬ 
paper should be able to tell what business is represented 
in a town by looking at the paper. This is the best pos¬ 
sible town advertiser. The man who does not advertise 
his business does an injustice to himself and the town. 
The man who insists on sharing the business that comes 
to town, but refuses to advertise his own is not a valuable 
addition to any town. The life of a town depends on the 
live, wide-awake and liberal advertising business men.”— 
Hanna Herald. 


_ . 'BOY SCOUT PLEDGE 

The rules on which the Boy Scout movement is based, 
are simple and fundamental. To a great extent they form 
the bed rock of all character, either adult or juvenile. If 
a boy starts the business of living, by observing the 
pledge which he takes as a Scout, he will find less difficul¬ 
ty In meeting the tests of manhood.

BETTER A SECRET BALLOT 

There is a great deal to be said for the use of the sec¬ 
ret ballot in the houses of parliament Or legislature. Un¬ 
der the present system of open voting, the main purpose 
accomplish in unswerving allegiance to party, and as a 
rule there is not any public speculation on how any meas¬ 
ure will be received. If it is a government measure, it 
will be carried; if an opposition measure, it will, without 
doubt, be voted down, quite regardless of merit. If vot¬ 
ing were by secret ballot it is quite conceivable that a 
greater sense of freedom would prevail, and honest con¬ 
viction might have a chance. - 

There have been a few instances in recent legislative 
history where an unbeliever has stepped out from his 
party, and declared himself as opposed to the “solid” 
party conviction. And the public has not been slow to ap¬ 
preciate the courage required in such a step. It is appre¬ 
ciated also that he will have to face the resentment of his 
colleagues, because individualism is not appreciated, nor 
trusted in parliament ; 

It was long ago conceded, says the Grande Prairie Her¬ 
ald, that the voter at the polling booth, should be enabled 
to mark his vote in utmost privacy and be subject neither 
to criticism, intimidation or influence. The Herald con¬ 
tinues: 

“On the other hand, momentous matters are settled in 
legislative bodies by open roll call vote. Why ? Oppon¬ 
ents to the present system say this is done in order to 
keep party members from publicly indicating their private 
opposition to party-sponsored measures. Many a good 
member of the provincial and dominion legislative bodies 
has voted for or against a measure solely because his 
party whip so instructed him to do. Many vote against 
their own good judgment for the reason that they fear to 
do otherwise. 

“Prejudiced legislation therefore results. Legislation 
sponsored by the party in power and beneficial to their 
interests, rather than to the interests of the electorate at 
large. The elected member sent to that body to represent 
his constituents becomes the representative of the party. 
Why? Because of the open roll call ballot now in use. 

“Would the secret ballot improve this condition? It 
could not help but do so. The member would then vote 
without fear of intimidation, from his party co^tagues, 
following the dictates of his own conscience and the wish¬ 
es of his constituents as expressed to him from time to 
time.” 

TO CUT ACREAGE 

Although delegates at the Wheat Conference at Geneva 
had no official authority from their governments to make 
any commitment regarding wheat reduction, it is said 
that an agreement of ten per cent cut in acreage was 
reached. This was supposedly the result of the Confer¬ 
ence between Canada, Australia, United States and the 
Argentine, the four major wheat growing countries of the 
world. 

The agreement, if such it was, is merely a preliminary 
to the Economic Conference to be held in London. Wheat 
production will be one of the themes of discussion at that 
international event. 

Already voices are heard in Canada protesting against 
any such arrangement until full consideration of every 
phase. It was brought out at the Conference that the 
world surplus had risen through a great production of 
wheat on the part of countries not naturally adapted for 
wheat growing. In an effort at self-containment several 
countries have turned to producing their own wheat, and 
further safeguarding against foreign wheat by. insur¬ 
mountable tariff barriers. At the Economic Conference to 
be held shortly, tariffs will be an important phase of dis¬ 
cussion. 

It is well established that Canada can produce wheat of 
highest quality at lowest relative cost of any country in 
the world. This country is preeminently adapted for wheat 
growing and wheat exportation. In asking the Dominion 
to cyt acreage in a product of such excellence, it is only 
reasonable to expect a protest. It is doubtful if it is in 
the interests of world economy or efficiency to ask the na¬ 
tion which produces such wheat, to ’make the sacrifice in 
her best product, while all over the world wheat of infer¬ 
ior quality is being inefficiently grown, in order to serve 
some artificial national purpose. 

Te question of reduction of wheat acreage is tied up 
with tariffs, rather than actual over-production.

MISS MCPHAH 

HAS CHANGED 

One of Canada’s Moat Interesting 
Women Has Developed in Parlia¬ 
mentary Sphere 

“The Miss Agnes Macphail, M.P. ol 
1938 is an entirely diiierent person 
from the young woman who startled 
the country in 1921 by f>euig elected 
in Southeast Urey and becoming Can¬ 
ada's first and only woman member 
in the bouse of commons. We nrst 
had the privilege of meeting Miss 
Alacphail in 1922, after she bad made 
the famous gesture of turning back 
to the dominion treasury her session¬ 
al indemnity ot $4,000. She was tnen 
the typical, serious-minded senool 
teacher, ready to preach and lecture 
upon any occasion. She was ail lor 
reforming the world and for tilting 
at windmills. But 12 years of asso¬ 
ciation with parliamentarians at Ot¬ 
tawa must have changed her, and one 
must say that it is an enormous im¬ 
provement. 

“Those who heard 'Miss Macphail 
at the Canadian dub luncheon here 
appreciated her ironical, if sometimes 
-biting wit, her fluency of speech, ner 
grasp of the main problems of the 
uay, and above all, her quite complete 
sophistication. Twelve years have giv 
en her the polish of the Land of the 
Afternoon, and a perspective upon 
men and events. No longer does sne 
tilt at windmills. No longer does sne 
make only serious speeches. Gone are 
the days when she was capable of 
such a gesture as refunding her hard- 
earned session indemnity, inadequate 
at any time to all members except 
those with private means. 

Yet, while the years have sharpen¬ 
ed her wit and given her a sympath¬ 
etic appreciation of the difficulties 
> and pitfalls of public life, she has 

_ never succumbed to the temptation to 

- align herself with any party. She 
frankly loves parliamentary life and 
its graceful customs, but she has no 
use yet for the old-time party system 
She is still essentially a reformer, but 
most fortunately, as she -demonstrat¬ 
ed in her pleasant speech here, a re¬ 
former with a sense of humor. Such is 
a saving grace in any man or woman 
in public life, and we wish it was 
more prevalent.—London Free Press.

THE FINANCIERS 
MILKED THE COW 

Story of How Companies Reorganize 
I ' And Who Gets the Milk 

Where the following originated we 
know not, but it has been going the 
round of most weekly papers in the 
province and gives some idea of the 
method used in the booming stock 
market days of 1928 and 1929 to lure 
the public on: 

Ten men who were financiers chip¬ 
ped in ten dollars each and bought a 
cow that gave ten gallons of milk ev¬ 
eryday. 

The milk was divided at night and 
each man received one gallon as his 
share. 

Soon the neighbors far and nijftr 
heard about the wonderful cowhand 
said one to another: “Think of get¬ 
ting a whole gallon of milk every day 
What a wonderful return on a ten 
dollar investment; I wish I had a 
share in her.” 

When this talk was repeated to the 
ten men, they held a meeting ana 
one of them said: Let us give these 
people what they want Our shares 
in the cow cost us ten dollars each, 
and we can sell other shares at the 
same price." 

So they went to the printer and ob¬ 
tained one thousand sheets of paper 
'bearing the legend: “One Share in 
the Cow." Then they sold 500 p. 
these shares at $10.00 each, which 
'brought them $5,000 and divided the 
other 500 among themselves as their 
reward for-being smart. 

Each man of the ten now had 5. 
shares, whereas in the beginning each 
had but one. 

But one of the ten began to worry: 
“Look here,” he said, “every fellow 
who bought a share in this cow will 
expect a gallon of milk tonight and 
the cow only gives ten gallons. When 
the milk is divided into one thousaru 
and ten parts these new Shareholders 
won’t get a spoonful. Shares will 
drop to nothing. We’d better unload 
while we can.” 

So the ten men went out on the 
street to find investors and each ol 
them sold the fifty shares that hat. 
been awarded to him and thus they 
obtained a second $5,000 to divide 
among them.' 

But now night was drawing near 
and again one of them began to wor¬ 
ry- 

“There will be a row at milking 
time,” he said. “Hasten abroad and 
persuade each of the shareholders to 
sign a proxy which is a joker author¬ 
izing you to cast as you think best the 
vote to which his share entitles him. 
Then return with the proxies and we 
shall do some voting.” 

At twilight the men met at the 
barn and in their hands were 1,000 
proxies to represent the absent share¬ 
holders. And the ten were entitled to 
vote in their own right, for each still 
held his original share. • 

“Now,” said the one who did the 
talking, “we must reorganize. This 
company needs a president, a treas¬ 
urer and eight, vice-presidents. That 
gives each of us a job. And since 
there are ten of us and the cow gives 
ten- gallons it is moved and seconded 
that each of us receive a salary of 
one gallon of milk per day. All in 
•favor say ‘Aye’.” 

The motion carried without a, dis¬ 
senting vote. 

And they milked the cow! 

Canada is a generous country. She 
taught New Zealand how to estab¬ 
lish the dairy industry, and Marquis 
wheat was a gift from heaven to the 
Argentine. ,

Cutworms damaging field and I 
garden crops may be readily con¬ 
trolled by scattering poisoned bran 
mash where they are feeding in the 
evening. 

Crops may be protected with pois¬ 
oned bran mash tor 25 to 36 cents an 
acre. This includes both material 
and labor expense. This mash may 
oe prepared with 25 pounds of wheat 
bran, one pound of parts green or 
crude white arsenic or one-half pint 
of sodium arsenite, two quarts ot 
cheap molasses and two or three gal- 
iongs of water. Mix the poison and 
molasses into the water thoroughly, 
to get some poison on each flake of 
bran. With this large quantity the 
mixing may be done upon a tight 
floor or heavy canvass with a hoe or 
shovel. This mixture will make 
about 50 pounds. Broadcast it at the 
rate of 10 or 15 pounds to the acre. 

In small gardens worms may he 
destroyed alter they are discovered 
by scratching around in the soil near 
the base of injured plants. Tomato 
and cabbage plants may -be protected 
from cutworm injury by wrapping a 
double thickness of newspaper around 
their stem when they are transplant¬ 
ed. This paper collar should extend 
about one and one-half inches below 
the surface of the ground and one 
inch above. 

WHEAT AS A 
SOURCE 0FALC0H0L 

The Division of Chemistry at the 
Experimental Farm, Ottawa, is an in¬ 
teresting spot. This short item will 
refer to one matter only, and that is 
a memorandum regarding wheat as a 
source of alcohol to be mixed with 
gasoline as a motor spirit. This mem¬ 
orandum has been prepared by Dr. F. 
T. Shutt, M.C., FJ.C., F.C.S., F.R.C. 
S., Dominion Chemist, Central Ex¬ 
perimental Farm, Ottawa. 

This memorandum was prompted 
by the public statements made so 
frequently that the surplus Canadian 
wheat might be used for the manu¬ 
facture of alcohol as a source of 
power. It has been shown that alco¬ 
hol could be produced from molasses, 
valued 5 cents per U.S. gallon, which 
is equivalent -to 25 cents per Imperial 
gallon at 100 per cent, strength. 

One ton of can molasses gives, ap¬ 
proximately, the same yield of alco¬ 
hol as one ton of wheat. 13% 
pounds of wheat will produce ap¬ 
proximately, the same amount of al¬ 
cohol as one U.S. gallon of molasses. 
This corresponds to a price of 10 
cents for 25 pounds of wheat. 

To produce alcohol at 25 cents per 
gallon, wheat should not cost more 
than 25 cents per bushel to compare 
with the cost of production from mo¬ 
lasses at 5 cents per U.S. gallon. 
Hence, it does not work that under 
present cost of processing, alcohol 
can be economically manufactured 
from wheat. 

Mrs. J. P. F'erguson of Trochu, has 
been elected head of the Alberta Wo¬ 
men’s Institutes. 

A fellow has to be a contortionist 
to get up these days.

We heard a story the other day of 
a farmer, not ten miles from Leth¬ 
bridge who brought eight hogs to the 
city. They graded six selects and 
two bacons. He got a premium of $8 
over what he would have got had 
they been all bacons, and about $14 
over what he would have got if they 
had all been butchers. If they had 
been heavies or lights the select prem¬ 
ium would have been still greater. 

It seems that the idea of breeding 
up hogs is a myth to a lot of people. 
We pride ourselves that we ship a 
lot of Red Label beef from this dis¬ 
trict, beef cattle that bring a prem¬ 
ium on the choosy British markets. 
But the number of our hogs that war 
rant a premium is mighty small. It 
has taken 40 years to breed up the 
range herds of cattle which give us 
Red Label beef. We can breed up our 
til the percentage of selects would 
run high. Certain hog breeders are 
doing it, but with most of them pig.4b 
hog herds in three or four years un¬ 
is just pigs and not worth while 
paying attention to so far as breed¬ 
ing is concerned. . 

Lethbridge district with its alfalfa 
coarse grain and mild winter season 
should turn out more selects than 
any part of the West. But there must 
be some attention paid to breeding, 
selection and feeding if we are to 
make the Lethbridge district known 
as a place where premium hogs come 
from.-‘-Lethbridge Herald.
